Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Newett (instructed by Mr. L. E. O'Dea), 
applied on behalf of Mrs. Mary E. O'Flynn, 
St. Jude's, Salthill, Galway, for conditional

Since then it had been carried on by Laurence 
Hynes, the purchaser. The Revenue authori- 
ties sought to assess Mrs. O'Flynn for excess 
profits duty for seven different periods. Her 
case was that she was not liable, as she was 
not the person carrying on or owning the 
business, and because the business had not 
ceased. She was not the person who had 
carried on the business during the accountin 
period, and she also contended that. she ii 
not be assessed as the adminstratrix of her 
husband, because the time limit during which 
she could be so sued had long expired.

Sergeant Joseph Cahill, who stated that 
he was with the party of police who arrested 
the accused man, was asked by Mellett if it 
was necessary when one man was against 
seven for a shot to be fired. Witness re- 
plied that there were only four police in the 
car. 

The accused man said that there were six 
names in the list supplied to him. 

Witness said that the others were a couple 
of hundred yards away. There might have 
been five near the accused man. 

Superintendent D. Stapleton, firearms 
expert, said that the magazine of the Thomp- 
son gun was missing. It was capable of 
firing single shots. 

In reply to the accused man, he said that 
he could not say if a shot was fired from the 
gun before it came into his hands. It was 
stopped up with grease. 

he accused man—That shows that it was 
not fired out of ?7— Yes. 

Asked if he had anything to say, the 
accused man said that, as a soldier of the 
Irish Republican Army, he refused to recog- 
nise the court. 

He was found guilty on both charges. 

Giving evidence of character, aisti 
tendent John Kelly said that the accused 
man was a small íarmer's son.

OGDEN NASH

POETRY MADE EASIER 
——s— 


It seems to me that in the work of Mr. 
Ogden Nash the attraction 

Lies in the fact that in the matter of 
rhyme you have such a pronounced 
freedom of action; 

And, indeed, uf ever I went so far as to 

consider myself a poet 

I should utilise this probably fool-proof 

method to shoet. 

He gets most of us, I suppose, in the 
end; for, even before the battle has 
begun, it is already half wun. (We will 
down tools here, and carry on with the 


high-school spelling. ) 

At some stage in the life of every man | 
and woman comes the desire to be a poet. | 
The poems may be made at the expense 
of the kindergarten teacher, who, in the 
curious nature of things, is always 
afflicted with a sadly rhymable name like 
Nellie, or to precipitate the downfall of 
a powerfully-built fellow-scholar who does 
not know his own strength, but is ready 
on every occasion to assess its limits. 


The years roll by and love comes to 
stir the youthful soul with unimaginable 
dreams. Now it is the parting of the 
ways. If the young lover finds himself 
capable of rhymes and metres that seem 
to bear a resemblance to real poetry he! 
launches forth upon the long, long trail; | 
buys a violin, grows a fringe, like as not, 
and in another five or six years will be 
publishing “slim volumes at his own 
expense. (The expense at first seems to 
be cruelly great, but he gets hardened 
before he is twenty-five.) 

On the other hand, if he is a decent 
child with a pure-bone skull and an 
interest in steam rollers, there is no 
danger. If the poems are found by a 
loving mother and stuck into the famjly 
scrap book they will be heard of again, 
to the purple-faced shame of the author ; 
but in the- normal run of even: another 
poet is lest. The disease may break out 
if the child becomes a commercial 
traveller; but it will be susceptible to 
treatment, since the poems will be framed 
in the form: 

There was a young lady of—some place 
which is asking for trouble. 

Happily the geographical resources of 
the earth are limited in this regard, and 
the situation soon will supervene where the 
poet can find no further inspiration. He 
then degenerates into the prose form ; and 
that is no (immediate) concern of mine. 


About Mr. Nash 


In rough outline that is the story of the 
poetry urge. I have not touched upon the 
case of the people who begin writing poetry 
spontaneously, good poetry, and who de- 
velop into real benefactors of mankind, 
because I don’t think they would hke it; 
but we are now in a position to take up 
the matter of Mr. Ogden Nash. 

Mr. Nash is an American humorist. I 
do not know if Mr. Nash found himselé 
unable to write the poetry he desired ; but 
certainly where poetry is concerned he has 
taken the line of the very least resistance. 
Mr. Nash thought he would like to write

Tardy Irish Drama 


In a few sentences Mr. Duggan dis- 
misses the most significant thing about 
the Irishman in the theatre-or in drama; 
but, as he rightly says, the subject is out- 
side his range. ‘‘Gaelic-speaking Ireland 
never produced a single piece of dramatic 
literature in the native tongue.” He says 


this was so”; but it is surely remark- 
able that, while he finds the Irishman in 
English drama at the end of the sixteenth 
century, the Irishman did not appear in 
an Irish drama until 1901. The reason for 
this is, in all probability, that the urban 
culture of Ireland was essentially English, 
and that, in any event, the art of the 
theatre has generally been an aristocratic 
art, making its appeal primarily to the 
wealthier sections of the town population. 


In countries where the bulk of the popu- 


lation lived in the country and was engaged 
in agriculture, the art of the theatre 
affected only’ that small fragment of the 
population which lived in the larger towns. 
In Ireland the art of the theatre came first 
to the towns in English—to Clonmel and 
Cork, to Derry and Dublin, to Galway and 
to Waterford. Forty years ago the Irish 
countryman made the substance of. plays 
in Ireland, before he had learned to sit 
in the auditorium and exercise his excel- 
lent critical faculties in the theatre. 


Plays and Players 


This book, so strangely born of chance, 
and presented to the world in its 
swaddling clothes as a lecture to the 
Belfast Literary Society, is almost equally 
divided between two distinct,’ but’ con- 
nected, subjects. The first part contains a 
history and an exposition of plays written 
in English on Irish subjeets, The second 
part contains the history of the Irishman 
im English. drama, or, as the author says, 
“a reflection of the life of the Irish 
emigrant in England,” .- 

In the two centuries between 1594 and 
1799 Mr. Duggan has discovered over a 
hundred plays’ on Irish subjects written in 
English, and mainly by English 
dramatists,, The list printed at the end 
of the book begins with Peele’s ‘‘ Battle 
of Alcazar,’’ dated 1594, but topical in its 
title to-day. It contains plays by such 
famous playwrights as Shakespeare, 
Jonson, Dekker, Heywood, Shirley, Ford, 
Rowley, Beaumont and Fletcher, and 
Farquhar, in the first hundred years. 
The list for the eighteenth century con- 
tains the names of Mrs. Centilevre, the 


| elder Colman, O'Keeffe, Macklin, Garrick, 


Smollett, Foot, Sheridan, Macready, the 
younger -Colman, Holcroft, and Beau- 
marchais. “Some plays,” says Mr. 
Duggan, “there are that yet await dis- 
covery,’’ and he suggests that only a poly- 
math like Dr. W. J. Lawrence is likely to 
discover them. It may be that Dr. 
Lawrence has discovered them, and will 
thus render greater the debt that all who 
treasure the theatre owe to him. 


The Stage Irishman. 
With the second part of his book Mr. 


| Duggan essays the history of the “stage 
being who- 


irishman,’*: that ‘peculiar 
enlivened much of the English drama of 
three hundred years. That the.search for 
him in old forgotten plays was thrilling 
may well be believed ; the reading of Mr. 
Duggan’s pages is as thrilling as most 
people will desire. It was not the Irish- 
man at home who made these studies 
ossible; ‘it was the Irishman who had 
een torn from his native environment 
and sent adrift in a strange community. 
It was natural that his behaviour and his 
vocabulary should seem strange to those 
among whom he had settled. It was 
equally natural that they should present 
him as a figure of fun. It is as a funny 
thing that the alien invariably presents 
himself to the native: the Englishman in 
Ireland, with his extraordinary accent, 
‘was just as funny to the Irishman as was 
the Irishman in English theatres. It 
was, and -is, still possible to credit the 
tales of monsters abroad, and to see fun 
in any variation from the accepted con- 
ventions.’ So, if the Irishman did not

EE ERYBODY who has seen the late 
Geraid du Maurier on the stage will 
want to read this delightful account, of 
his family. In a previous book Miss 
Daphne du Maurier has given a fascinat- 
ing picture of Gerald, and now she pre- 
sents in the most frank fashion the back- 
ground of that stage genius. It is ex- 
tremely interesting, for instance, to dis- 
cover that the fortunes of the family were 
based upon a mistress of the Duke of 
York, Prince-Bishop of Osnabruck and 
second son of George III. To Mary Anne 
Clarke the family owed a pension which 
rescued its members from poverty and 
destitution, and she also endowed it with 
something of her own-sturdy character | 
The book elearly proves that the mother 
of George du Maurier was the child of the 
Duke, but when seandal had its run 
Mary Anne Clarke was given a pension 
for her own and her daughter’s lives, and 
sent adrift. “AA stroke of a pen in 1809 
decided the fate of so many little unborn 
men and women. A crude and rather 
sordid bargain -between a prince and a 
prostitute started a cluster -of threads 
that stretched their way across the world 
and set so many puppets dancing, some 
happily, some weartly, but all with an 
infinitesimal shrug of the shoulder and 
the ghost of a smile.”

Mt. Cosgrave’s Case 


In view of the imminence of a general | 
election in the Free State yesterday’s 
Ard-Fheis of the United Ireland Party 
in the Dublin Mansion House assumed un- 
usual importance, For five years now Mr. 
Cosgrave’s party has been out of office, 
having given ten years of magnificent 
service to the nation. In the nature of 
things a party that has yielded pride of 
place to a younger and more popular rival 
cannot hope to emerge from five years in 
the political wilderness without casualties. 
Once it is out of office the calls of family 
and bread and butter become more and 
more urgent, and those who must make 
their own way in the world hardly can be 


expected to devote as much time to politics | 


as they devoted when their party was in 
power. For that reason some of the men 
who were prominent in the Cosgrave 
Government either have faded out of 
politics or are more or less luke-warm in 
their enthusiasm for political causes, Mr. 
Cosgrave himself, the man who really was 
responsible for most of the pioneer work 
of the Free State’s formative years, has 
sacrificed probably more than any other 
man in this country in order to majntain 
the continuity of that policy which may 
be said to have begun with Arthur 


Griffith ; and, although he has almost worn 
the | 


himself out in the service of 
Saorstát, he remains to-day at the head 
of the United Ireland Party, enjoying the 
allegiance and the confidence of every one 
of its members. For a brief period, 
believing that he was acting in the best 
interests of the party and of the State, 
Mr. Cosgrave stood down from the leader- 
ship of Fine Gael in favour of General 
O'Duffy. His motives were as sincere as 
they were unselfish, and the fact that the 
experiment failed—as it was doomed from 
the start to fail—was not his fault. lt 
cannot be denied that the O'Duffy 
interlude did much harm to the party; 
but the- people of the Free State to-day 
must look towards the future and not 
back at the past. Mr. Cosgrave is about 
to lead his party once again to the polls. 
He is appealing for support on the basis 
of a constructive policy rather than of 
past achievements, and his speech at the 
Mansion House ought to be studied with 
the’ greatest care by every responsible 


voter. 


An electorate easily grows accustomed 
to a party in power, and one of the most 
potent argumefits in favour of any given 
Government is: what is the alternative? 
This argument has been used in every 
country at all times. It is as plausible as 
it is insincere; but it often is effective 
and makes a strong impression on the 
uncultivated mind. In this country, now 
that we all have become used to President 
de Valera and his Government, one often 
hears the query: what is there to choose 

tween Fianna Fáil and Fine Gael? Is 
it not a guestion of Tweedledum and 
Tweedledee; are both parties not equally 
good, bad or indifferent? There is one 
essential difference which is made clear 
by Lir. Cosgrave’s speech. The United 
Ireland Party desires to keep the Free 
State within the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, “working in active harmony 
with all the other member-States for the 
good not only of the Commonwealth, but 
of the civilised world. Fianna Fáil, on 
the other hand, is quite frank regarding 
its views on this subject. It will main- 
tain contact with the Commonwealth—in 
‘‘external association’’—merely in order 
to suit its own book. Its spokesmen have 
declared again and again that they will 
take the first availiable opportunity to 
strike off the last shackles that bind 
Ireland to Great Britain, and that they 
are taking advantage of the Common- 
wealth connection out of motives of sheer 
expediency. The position at the moment 
is that President de Valera is against the 
Commonwealth and Mr. Cosgrave is in 
favour of it. During the election campaign 
this issue will be obscured in every possible 
Fianna Fáil seems to be able to 
convince its own followers that it is 
striving urgently towards a Republic, and 
to persuade many of its opponents—or at 
least those who do not agree with it—that 
it is clinging surely, if not obvtously, to 
the Commonwealth. We are glad that 
Mr. Cosgrave clarified the position of 
Fine Gael. He states beyond yea or nay 
that his party is determined to remain 
within the Contmonwealth. Here, surely, 
is a clear-cut distinction which cannot be 


way. 


ignored. 

We do not agree with every point of Mr. 
Cosgrave’s programme. For example, we 
are sorry that he should have introduced 
the Spanish problem into domestic 
politics, especially at a time when popular 
passions are running high. Nevertheless, 
we feel that Mr. Cosgrave is entitled to 
the support of all those Irish citizens who 
are anxious to see their country prosper 
within the four corners of the British 
Commonwealth, and hate to think of its 
fate as an isolated Republic. If the 
United Ireland Party should win the next 
general election we realise clearly that 
drastic changes in national policy would 
be unwise, if not, indeed, impracticable. 
The present Government’s policy of high 
protection, for instance, has given many 
hostages to fortune, and a reversion to 
Mr. Cosgrave’s former policy of “ selective 
protection’’ would cause perilous con- 
fusion. On the other hand, there are 
certain things that could be done at once. 
We believe that Mr. Cosgrave could settle 
the ‘‘economic war’’ with very little diffi- 
culty. He told his audience yesterday 
that the financial problem ought to be 
tackled on the basis of the Free State's 
capacity to pay; and, in view of the fact. 
that the British Government already has 
collected more than £20,000,000 by means 
of its penal tariffs against our exports, 
there is little doubt that an advantageous 
arrangement in respect of the land 
annuities still could be made. Apart from 
this aspect of the case, the great 
advantage of a Cosgrave, as against a de 
Valera, Government would be the fact that 
Anglo-Irish relations would be governed 
by good-will on both sides instead of the 
ill-will that exists at the moment. The 
President’s conduct towards Great Britain 
has been described as ‘‘negative rude- 
ness.” This gttitude has caused much 


resentment across the water, with the 


i 


reault that a prejudice has been created 
"against Free State produce, and an in- 
visible, yet formidable, tariff barrier has 
been erected. With the return of Mr. - 
Cosgrave to power relations not only 
between the Free State and Great Britain, 
but also between the Free State and 
Northern Ireland, immediately. would im- 
prove. In Mr. Cosgrave’s own words, 
there would be no more ‘“‘clamant dis- 
courtesy, and no picking of ‘foolish 
quarrels.” The benefits that would accrue 
to the Free State from such a change 
would be inestimable. 


The Holiday Season - 


Another holiday season is in sight. For 
weeks past the hotels that normally close 
their doors during the winter—except, 
perhaps, for a briet interlude at Christmas 
time—have been engaged in laborious pre- 
parations for the Easter week-end, which 
is the harbinger of the summer season. 
We do not hesitate to prophesy a better 
year than ever for the Irish tourist traffv. 
The increasing use of good “ publicity ” 
the co-operation of the railway and 
omnibus companies; the enormous im- 
provement which has been effected in 
hotels, both Northern and Southern—all 
these things have given a great impetus 
to the ‘‘see Ireland’? movement. The 
fact is that our country has wakened to 
the value of the tourist .truffic, and is 
willing to regard it as an industry, in 
which value must be offered for money. 
It is not our ambition that Ireland should 
become—as Mr. H. G. Wells imagined 
her in his prophetic volume, “ The Shape 
of Things to Come’’—‘‘the play-ground 
of the world,” to the exclusion of all other 
destinies. Nevertheless, the fact remains 
that we have a very beautiful country, 
surpassing, perhaps, every other nation 
in the wealth and variety of its natural 
charms, and it stands to reason that, as 
the world comes to know of those attrac- 
tions, it will flock to these shores. Far 
more people visit Ireland. from. other 
lands, and far more Irishmen spend their 
holidays at home, to-day than ten years 
ago; and yet the nation is only at the 
beginning of its career as a tourist centre. 
The value of the traffic in another few 
years can only be imagined. A truly 
prosperous tourist traffic, however, can be 
established only at the cost of hard work, 
and on that account we hope that the 
efforts of the last few years will be main- 
tained and intensified in the future. As 
the new conception of the tourist industry 
gains hold, those resorts which are still 
backward will realise that they are losing 
money: if they remain backward too long, 
they may discover that all the traffic worth 
having will have been monopolised by 


their more progressive neighbours, The | 


way of the world requires nowadays that 
holiday resorts shall be holiday resorts, 
and not merely fishing villages or com- 
mercial towns that consent to make a 
little money “on the side” from the 
tourist traffic. The iesort that sets out, 
with deliberate intent, to attract visitors 
and is willing to expend both energy and 
cash on the process, is the resort which 
will prosper. That is one reason why 
every tourist area should place itself 
unreservedly in the hands of planning 
experts and men of taste who will ensure 
its development on lines of beauty and 
profit. Heaven forbid that our -esorts 
should seek to imitate garish cross. 
Channel centres which, while catering for 
a huge clientéle of holiday-makers, have 
lost all their natural. attractions. Yet 
between that extreme and the othe: 
extreme of the fishing village which 
remains completely untouched by artifice, 
there is many a happy medium. The 
medium must be discovered if Ireland’s 
tourist industry 1s to prosper to the full, 
and it can be discovered only by the 
application of taste and intelligence.

‘Drama for Children 


It is all to the good that the Dublin 
Branch of the Parents’ National Educa- 
tional Union should discuss drama for 
children, as it did at the annual meeting 
a few days ago. It would be better if 
something might be done in this country 
to provide drama for children. In the 
course of the discussion it was lamented 
that a children’s theatre- did not 
exist, nor were there regular dramatic 
performances to which children might 


be taken. In the realm of enter 
tainment for children the film is 
supreme nowadays; and, while we 


do not share the extreme views of those 
who think all films are bad for children, 
we deplore the extent to which children 
are compelled to resort to the cinema for 
entertainment. The utter dependence 
upon the film for entertainment is a 
menace to the theatre of the future, as it 
is upon the children of to-day that the 
theatre of the future must rely. for its 
audience. With this point in view, 
it might be thought that the con- 
trollers of our theatres would make 
an effort to attract the children 
and do something to form the 
theatre habit. Nothing, however, is being 
done; and. were it not for the splendid 
work of the Ministry of Education in the 
schools, living drama would be almost 
unknown to the rising generations. In 
England there is a School Theatre Society 
which has for its object the organisation 
of matinée performances of classical and 
modern plays in theatres conveniently 
accessible to schools. The Society offers. 
performances—-in which the leading actors 
appear—at prices which do not exceed two 
shillings for the best seats. After the 
performances the children are encouraged 
to criticise the play and the players, so 
that recreation is combined with education. 
An organisation on similar lines in Dublin 
might be possible if the co-operation of 
the repertory theatres in the city could be 
obtained. It is in the schools, however, 
that drama for children best may be 
| encouraged, by giving opportunities for 
dramatising the simple rhymes and tales 
which are usually but dreary ‘‘ lessons.” 
In such productions the children would be 
playwrights and players, designers and 
audience, and so gradually would become 
acquainted with all the branches of 
dramatic composition and production. 
They would, in fact, be the potentially 
critical and discerning audience needed in 


the theatre nowadaye.

In rough outline the 
Commissioner has provided special parking 
places in open squares and wide streets 
during the day-time, and other places 
nearer the centre of the city by night. 
There also are regulations to restrain 


parking in busy streets during certain 
‘hours, while in other cases parking is 


prohibited on one side of the street on 
alternate days. Provision also has been 
made for parking on the occasion of 
sporting and social events in the neighbour- 
hood of the ground or hall. As we have 
explained, it is difficult, if not impossible, 
to perceive hcw the scheme will work, or 
whether it w:ll bring the much-needed 
relief, until it actually is put into opera- 
tion ; but we would suggest that it must be 
only of a temporary nature. Provided that 
the draft meets with the full agreement ct 
the Corporation and of the County Council 
—an unlikely event—experience of its 
working is bound to show how many 
improvements might be made. The Com- 
missioner obviously has put a very large 
amount of work into his plan—its compre- 
hensive nature-is evidence of that—but 
because Dublin never has had any general 
form of contro] exercised over its traffic it 
will not prove to be a docile subject. It is 
possible that scenes of unparalleled 
confusion at first will be the only result 
of the scheme ; but as for ourselves we are 
profoundly thankful that the Commissioner 
at least has shown that he has the whole 
absurd situation under active review.

Bia LESS there is speedy intervention Dublin will be involved in 
one of the largest industrial disputes in its history immediately 


after Easter. 


The Building ‘Trades Group in the Dublin Trades Union 
Council has rejected the wages and conditions offer made by the 


Saorstat Federation of Building Trades Employers. 


The meetings 


of the members of the unions concerned, which will be held during 
the next few days, will be mainly concerned in preparations for 
the stoppage on Wednesday, 31st inst. 


An official of one of the unions stated yesterday that, accord- 


ing to the figures in his 


ssession, the dispute will reach a magni- 


tude which had not even been hinted at in previous statements from 


the workers and employers, 


These figures reveal the fact that about 3,000 carpenters, 
1,000 painters and decorators, 600 brick and stonelayers, 600 
plasterers, 200 wood-cutting machinists, 125 slaters and tilers, 
about 75 glaziers, and over 5,000 builders’ labourers will be in- 


volved in the stoppage.

CORK AND WATERFORD ALSO

Demands have been served on the build- 
ing trade employers in Cork, and a demand 
has been prepared and will be served 
almost immediately by the building trade 
workers in Waterford. A campaign for 
increased wages in the industry -has also 
been planned in other parts of the country. 

The very extent of the disputes would 
now seem to be the only factor which may 
prevent a stoppage. 

It is admitted in trade union circles that 
the possibilities of a peaceful settlement 
were not exhausted when the present dead- 
lock arose in the negotiations. 

The chief difficulty would seem to be 
that the workers concerned anticipated as 
a first offer from the employers the restora- 
tion of the 1931 cuts, as from the beginning 
of the present year. In the offer made by 
the employers no proposals for an imme- 
diate increase in wages is made, and for 
the moment, at any rate, the door has been 
closed as far as further negotiations are 
concerned. s 

Al: negotiations up to the present have 
been carried out directly between the 
parties. .As far as can be gathered the De- 
partment of Industry and Commerce. has 
not been requested to intervene by either 
side. Officers of the. Department, how- 
ever, have kept themselves informed as to 
the progress of the negotiations. 


EFFECTS OF A STOPPAGE 


While there seems little doubt that the 
craftsmen’s and labourers’ unions could 
finance even a prolonged stoppage the 
effect of a building strike on the public, 
and on the workers themselves, would be 
very great. Both speculative and public 
building would be completely held up, and 
the only undertakings which would be 
likely to continue as usual would be the 
public utility societies run by the workers 
themselves. 

The seriousness of the position was in- 
dicated ih the reply issued by the Build- 
ing Trades Group to the Federation last 
night. 

It has been decided by the unions that, 
following the genera] meetings of the 
members on Sunday and the following 
days, the operatives will be notified 
through tne Press of any changes which 
may take place in the position. The 
matter will be fully discussed at the 
annual meeting of the Dublin Trades Union 
Council on Tuesday next..

REPLY TO EMPLOYERS' 


STATEMENT 


“ The Saorstat Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, with rather indecent 
haste, have placed their side of the nego- 
tiations which have taken place in connec- 
tion! with the revision of the agreements 
with the Building Trade Unions. This 
attitude on the part of the employers is 
not what was regarded as the usual pro- 
cedure, and is not conducive to peace in 
the industry, but may well be calculated 
to cause dislocation. 

“ At the conference which concluded its 
deliberations on last Tuesday evening the 
employers made what was regarded as a 
final offer. They were informed that the 
Group could not recommend the proposals, 
but it would be necessary to place them 
before their constituent bodies at meetings 
convened for the purpose. The morning 
following the conference the Press con- 
tained a statement from the employers, 
purporting to be a resumé of the proceed- 
ings, which was misleading and likely to 
deceive the public as to the actual posi- 
tion. This attitude on the part of the 
employers is characteristic of the methods 
adopted by them since the question of the 
revision of our agreements was first men- 


tioned.

become operative as from 3lst March, 
1937. A number of the unions were com- 
pelled in accordance with their agreement 
to give a three months’ notice from .1st 
January to expire on 3lst March in any 
year if they desired revision. The other 
unions who were not bound up in this 
manner decided to fall in to line and to 
allow their demands to operate as from 
the latter date, so that the various points 
might be discussed on a common basis, 
and to allow sufficient time for all the 
matters at issue to be considered from 
every point of view. 


WAGES AND HOURS 


“The employers countered this by intro- 
ducing the question of the Plumbers’ 
Union: becoming parties to the démands 
made by the other unions, The employers 
exploited the position to delay any dis- 
cussion on our original demands. There 
have been only two short sessions during 
which any discussion took place on the 
wages and hours demand, and there -has 
been no discussion whatever on the other 
points. The main portion of the first 
session was taken up by reiterated 
demands on the part of the employers for 
the withdrawal of the 40-hour week claim, 
and the session ended with the employers 
offering 4d. per hour increase from 10th 
August for a 47-hour week. “This offer was 


‘not accepted by the Group, and the con- 


ference then adjourned to last Tuesday 
on the understanding that the demand 
would be further considered by the 
employers. 

‘The second conference was a repetition 
of the previous one. The employers con- 
contrated on the withdrawal of the 40-hour 
week demand, while the Group desired to 
discuss the wages question; and no pro- 

ress could be made in the circumstances. 
t is untrue to state that no case Was 
made by the Group for increased wages. 
The fact of an offer of $d. per hour in- 
crease is sufficient to refute this statement. 


GROUPS’ CONTENTION 


‘Tt was contended on the part of the 
Group that the reduction in 1931 was 
il on the workers against the ex- 
pressed legal opinion that such reduction 
was illegal, and that contracts then exist- 
ing should be completed without any re- 
duction in wages. A settlement arrived at 
under such circumstances was never 
justified The Group held that the 1d. 
per hour then deducted should be 
restored, and they would be prepared to 
discuss the balance of the demand. The 
further statement, to the effect that ‘t 
was agreed that any increase could not be 
made immediately effective, has no founda- 
tion in fact. The employers sought to 
argue the case in favour of this proposi- 
tion, but the Group could not in any 
circumstances agree without further con- 
sideration by their respective bodies. This 
can be further substantiated by the refer- 
ence to the employers’ statement ‘ that the 
operatives would not proceed further than 
the demand for 3d. per hour increase.’ 

“ The Group further declined to discuss 
the question of regulating wages on the 
index cost of living figure, inasmuch as, 
while this method of regulating wages may 
be applicable to other industries, it 1s 
quite unsuited to the oe trade, as 
the contract prices are usually fixed ;n 
relation to wages to be paid for periods 
extending over 72 weeks and longer. The 
various other points in the demands, 
although casually referred to during the 
conferences, were not discussed. The em- 
ployers, adopting a dictatorial] attitude, 
dismissed them by requesting tlie opera- 
tives to extend the 24 miles radius to five 
miles, and suggested, instead of a 40-hour 
week, that the hours be extended to 47. 


“ UNACCEPTABLE ”’ 


“They invoked two Acts to settle the 
question of extra payment for relay work 
and the extra wa for apprentices, 
although these Acts had no bearing what- 
ever on the points in dispute. e only 
point on which agreement was reached 
was on No. 8 of the demands, which, for 
obvious reasons, was not referred to in 
the employers’ published statement. 

“ At the conclusion of the conference of 
the 16th inst. the Negotiating Committee 
informed the employers that the proposals 
were unacceptable, and that a report of 
the proceedings would be given to mcet- 
ings of all interested unions.”’

NEW LONDON (TEXAS), Friday. 


HEN the weary labourers ceased 

work this afternoon 425 bodies 

of school children and teachers had 

been dug out of the ruins of the 

London Consolidated School here, 

following yesterday’s terrible explo- 
&10n, 

The total number of dead is now feared 
to be nearly 620, 

Most of the labourers had themselves 
lost, at least, one child. 

All to-day stricken parents wandered 
from morgue to morgue, lifting the sheets 
covering the little bodies, or struggled 
from one neighhouring hamlet to another 
seeking word of their children. Many 
clustered round the local drug stores, 
listening as the radio announcer read and 
re-read the list of victims. 


LINES OF BODIES 


Dead bodies were laid out on the skating 
rink at Overton, covering it from end to 
end. At one time there were 126. A steady 
line of figures passed before them all day 
long trying to identify them. Many bodies 
were so horribly mangled that identifica- 
tion was almost impossible. If all else 
fails finger-print experts may be tried, 
since many children recorded their prints 
valuntarily at the Texas Centenial Exhibi- 
tion at Dallas last summer. 

According to the rescuers many of the 

children displayed extraordinary calm and 
heroism. Some of those who were un- 
injured just got up, dusted themselves and 
walked serenely out. 
. The work of digging out the bodies from 
the ruined building was watched by a 
crowd which was at one time 5,000 strong. 
The streams of cars belonging to parents 
and sightseers almost blocked the 
approaches to the school. 


PARENTS’ ORDEAL 

There were many terrible scenes as 
agonised parents recognised their dead 
cide. or discovered a solitary shoe or 
a tattered garment that they knew. 

Many bodies were rushed off to homes 
in cars and lorries, thus making it difficult 
to check up the casualties. 

The cause of the disaster has not yet 
been determined. One theory, according 
to Superintendent Shaw, is that the ex- 
pause was caused by gas which leaked 
rom pipes and seeped under the floor of 
the building. 

“The natural gas used in the heating 
system was odourless,’’.he said. ‘‘ Hence 
its presence could not be detected even 


in huge quantities.’

Mr. Quinlan was a well-known com- 
mercial traveller in Waterford, and was 
aged 34. Mr. Foley was aged 36. He 
was a member of the Dublin Brigade, 
I.R.A., and later went to London, where 
he worked as a docker.

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BIG BOYLE FIRE 
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£10,000 DAMAGE 
From Ovr CorRESPONDENT. 
BOYLE, Friday. 


AMAGE estimated at more than ten 
thousand pounds was done by a fire 
which lactaanedl two of the leading busi- 
ness houses here in the early hours of 
this morning. Only for the strenuous 
efforts of the local Gardai, under the 
direction of Sergeant Reynolds, and 
civilians, the whole street of business 
houses might have been wiped out. 

The houses completely destroyed were 
those of Mr. Alphonsus Casey in Bridge 
street, and of Mrs. O’Donnell adjoining. 
The former was a large drapery establish- 
mas and the latter a boot and shoe 
shop. 

The fire was discovered in Mr. Casey's 
kitchen about 2.30 a.m., when all the 
occupants were in bed for some: hours. 
One of the women assistants was the first 
to discover that the place was on fire, 
and called Mr. Casey, who found that the 
stairs leading from the sleeping apart- 
ments had caught fire, and he and Mrs. 
Casey rescued their two young children 
with great difficulty. All the occupants 
of the house were forced to leave in their 
sleeping attire. 

e night watchman on Boyle sewerage 
scheme raised the alarm in the town, but 
the only fire-fighting apparatus available 
was two hose pipes, which were operated 
from a waterworks hydrant, and the 
water from these could not reach to the 
burning roofs. ll efforts were concen- 
trated on saving the adjoining houses. 

Captain McMonagle, who was in charge 
of the Athlone fire brigade, said to a re- 
porter: “ The fire was under control when 
we arrived. I think the local fire-fighters 
are entitled to the greatest pdssible 
praise. They did splendidly with the ap- 
paratus-at their disposal.’’

WHAT NEW CONSTITUTION MBANS

Mr. Cosgrave said that on the result of 


the election would depend the destiny, 


political, economic and financial future of 
all citizens, They would work to achieve 
victory, not for the purpose of securing 
the dead-sea fruit of political office, but 
because they believed that it was only 
through the operation of their policy that 
the country could be restored to the 
political unity and economic prosperity 
that was her due. Theirs would be a 
policy of promise and not of promises. 
It would be a constructive policy, satisfy- 
ing to the national and economic aspira- 
tions, and effective to repair the damage 
done during the last five years. Fianna 
Fail attained office largely by means of a 
long-sustained conspiracy of slander and 
misrepresentation and the false pretence 
of a ready-made plan for the cure of all 
our political and economic ills. The falsity 
of that propaganda and the failure of 
that plan, however great the damage, 
moral and material, they have wrought, 
had at least contributed to the political 
education of the people and enabled them 
to appreciate the difference between stunts- 
manship and statesmanship. The impact 
of that policy had been most widely felt 
through the rise in the cost of living 
occasioned by the taxation of the 
necessities of life. 


THE NATIONAL DEBT 


The finance accounts published last 
October showed that up to the 3lst March, 
1936, the National Debt was nearly 
£17,000,000 more than in 1932. With all 
adjustments made, the State owed 
£20,000,000 locally and nationally more 
in 1936 than in 1932. The experience in 
most countries had been that, with exten- 
sive borrowing, there was a big rise in 
the prices of virtually all the necessaries 
of life. Government policy here had 
shown that they were no exception to the 
rule. Thrift and savings banks deposits 
were quoted by the Minister, with no 
reference whatever to the fact that over 
£13,000,000 had been saved before they 
came into office. The Government were 
claiming the interest on that money, which 
was added annually to the deposits as 
part of their achievement. If it were 
segregated from the deposits the figures 
would not be so attractive. 

The cost of living index figure at 167 
in February, as against 160 for 1951, was 
artificial and not a true index. 

High prices, heavy taxation, a huge in- 
crease in national debt, were being justi- 
fied on the grounds that extra social ser- 
vices had been provided, and that 
agriculture and industry were being 
developed. Last year the Government put 
down the cost of extra social services at 
£3,700,000, but the extra sum collected 
in taxation and other levies imposed was 
over three times that sum. Some other 
explanation was required. It was claimed 
that extra employment was provided. 
What were the salient facts? Emigration 
was in full swing. Population was falling 
and there had been a flight from the lanc. 
The number of unemployed were as high 
as ever. If people had been put into em- 
ployment others must surely have been put 
out. They were promised not only a rise 
in population, but a return of their 
emigrants. The published Government 
returns, however, proved conclusively that 
the population was falling and a further 
fall was predicted. Aids to agricultural 
or industrial activity should not be allowed 
to cause the severest tax and put the 
greatest strain on the poorer section of the 
community. Government policy had im- 
posed on flour and sugar a price unfair 
to wage earners, who must buy bread and 
sugar. The cost of subsidies for wheat_or 
flour milling should be borne by the Fx- 
chequer had not by the consumer. The 
value of agricultural production had fallen 
in five years from 64 to 40 million pounds, 
or by more than one-third. Where the 
farmer formerly received £1 he now re- 
receives only 13s. On’ the other hand, 
owing to the operation of various items 
of Government policy the farmer and every 
other citizen wan mew compelled to pay 
£1 for articles of common cénsumption 
which» he could previously get for 16s. 
The defence of the Government propa- 
gandists was that world prices had fallen. 
It was unquestionable that there was a 
world depression. It was just as unques- 
tionable that there had been a world re- 
covery from the period of depression. This 
country had not shared in that world re- 
covery, although owing to geographical 
position and to the wise policy ect gs by 
the previous Government they should have 
benefited by world- recovery to a very 
great extent and very rapidly. 


COMPARISONS

The Government claims, continued Mr, 
Cosgrave, to have brought about a fair 
balance between agriculture and other 
industries. The achievement, however, 
has failed on two grounds. Our total pro- 
duction value is below what it was when 
the Government took office. The fall in our 
agricultural production far exceeds the 
other industrial expansion. Unless we can 
export our manufactured goods to the same 
extent as we exported our agricultural 
produce before the Government blight fell 
on agriculture, a fair balance could not 
have been possible. The home consump- 
tion of manufactured goods is limited to 
our home requirements. The export of 
manufactured goods has not been expanded, 
and, in the light of the tariff policy in 
operation in practically every country, is not 
likely to expand. We can, however, com- 
pete with other countries in the export of 
agricultural produce—the greater the ex- 
port the greater the amount of money will 
be made available for the purchase of our 
manufactures. <A fairer balance has been 
made between agriculture and other goods, 
but with a loss to agriculture, and in con- 
sequence to our manufacturers. 


THE BRITISH MARKET 


We used to be told that if the British 
would not ‘take our goods other markets 
would be found for them. That myth has 
been completely exploded. Government 
propagandists take still another line—that 
tillage is a substitute for livestock pro- 
ducts, and is more profitable to the farmer 
and gives’more employment. Government 
policy has increased tillage by one acre per 
hundred of the arable land of the country. 
The increased percentage of tilled land is 
6.8, and, while it is claimed that there are 
250,000 more acres of wheat and 50,000 
more acres of beet, the increase in tillage 
is but 120,000 acres net over 1931. In other 
words, six out of every ten extra acres of 
wheat and beet are substitutes for other 
crops. The net effect is neither an in- 
crease in employment nor in money for the 
farmer or his labourers, nor any substan- 
tial increase in acreage under tillage. The 
cost to the consumer of flour, sugar and 
bread is 24 million pounds, paid in part 
by the farmer and his labourer themselves. 
And notwithstanding this big subvention 
our agricultural production in 1934-35 was 
the lowest in living memory. 

At a moment when world conditions 
are improving immensely, and our 
people in town and country could be 
sharing in that prosperity, our young 
men and women are rushing to 
England and to the towns in Ireland 
from the land. The rush to England 
decreases the number of people here 
with money to buy Irish goods, and the 

increase in the towns’ population simply 

aggravates and makes more difficult 
any attempt to solve the problem of 
unemployment in the towns. If that 
state of affairs can be regarded as a 
success, words have lost their mean- 
ing. - 


ECONOMIC WAR

British, whereby our Government ‘co- 
operates with the British in collecting 
trom our farmers the whole of the sum 
in dispute. 

We appear to have reached the 
point when the economic war has 
settied down into a kind of friendly 
make-believe, whereby each side 
maintains its position in theory, but 
m practice the British get all they 
want in a simple and inexpensive 
manner to themselves, and take just 
as much or as little of our neal 3 
as they require. 

Quite recently we were told by the Pre- 
sident in the Dail that compromise on 
these matters means surrender. Surely 
if this is so the Government has already 
surrendered, not once, but three times, 
and it would appear that our future trade 
relations with Great Britain are to be 
based on a system of annual surrender. 
The coal-cattle pacts gave relief merely 
because they made a deplorable situation 
chichtly better. ‘They were palliatives, 
not remedies. But they gave no indication 
y form of permanent settlement and 
wurchased very slight benefits at very 
cost. Surely it must be possible 
to reach some solution of the difficulty 
more profitable to us than this particular 
solution ; and if the Government are con- 
vinced—as they now appear to be—that 
we must have exports, what is it except 
either vanity, lack of confidence in them- 
selves, or political cowardice, which pre- 
vents. them from negotiating in person a 
complete settlement of whatever points 
outstanding between the Free State 
and Britain. We have suggested over and 
over again that it behoves us, as a 
Christian people, not only for economic 
reasons, but for moral reasons, to show that 
we can live in peace and co-operate in a 
Christian way with our nearest neighbour. 
Therefore, on the highest grounds, and not 
merely because under a settlement we can 
sell more live-stock, this dispute ought to 
be concluded. A conclusion would bring 
comfort to a great part of an all-important 
section of our community, would enable 
them to live a Christian an inde- 
pendent existence. 


INABILITY TO PAY 

The basis of the International Con- 
ference at Locarno was that no _ inter- 
national payments could be liquidated’ ex- 
cept on one basis—capacity to pay. That 
is our position, and it is foolish and short- 
sichted to take any other line—whether a 
legal or a historic line—in connection with 
this matter. No Government anywhere 1s 
at present strong enough to refuse an offer 
on the basis of capacity to pay. Our 
capacity in that respect is strictly limited. 
Tp to date the British Government have 
collected more than £20,000,000 from us. 
Does anvone doubt that in 1932 the whole 
matter in dispute could have been’ settled 
for less than what has been collected in 
the last five years? 

Government policy on industrial develop- 
ment and tarifis should not be subjected to 
radical change at every general election, and 
they were prepared to face the facts as they 
found them, but they needed far more definite 
planning of industrial development. Tariffs 
and other aids to industry could be of great 
value to national progress, but certain aspects 
development must be carefully 
watched. When protection resulted, as it 
sometimes 7id, in increased cost to the con- 
sumer, it was but fair that the profits of that 
industry should remain within their shores. 
Reasonably higher costs were justified to 
secure employment, but the Irish consumer 
ust not be expected to pay high prices in 
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Our party, said Mr. Cosgrave, has never 
concealed its desire that the Irish Govern- 
ment should work in harmony with, the 
Governments of Great Britain and the 
Dominions. But we think that in this 
partnership our Government should play a 
part ann ó of our people and not fill the 
role oí '“yes men ” in any group., We believe 
that by taking our duties in. this respect 
seriously Irishmen can make a réal contribu- 
tion of valne to. Commonwealth‘ arid “inter- 
national affairs. “Our representatives abroad 
and the Government at home should neglect 
no opportunity to further the cause of inter- 
national peace and of ‘disarmament,. but 
nothing can be accomplished without taking 
cognisance of our own people and their 
history, and of their religious and national 
sentiments. 

With regard to the Spanish question, we 
are in favour of -the -policy ef -non-interven- 
tion, because we believe that the policy is 
the most likely ome to prevent the major 
catastrophe of a European war. . We.are con- 
vinced that the true attitude of. the Irish 
people towards such & policy ‘of ‘ non-inter-' 
vention can only be made clear and’ complete 
by the withdrawal f° recognition from. the 
Red Governmént in Spain. Sustained ap- 
plause.) Had the Government. adopted our 
proposal in the Dail it would, im my opinion, 
have been a manifestation of real. non-inter- 
vention.on the part of the Irish Free State, 
Communism is not far removed from war, 
and a-triumph for Communism in Spain would 
be for Europe an evil comparable only to the 
general conflagration which we all rightly 
fear so much.

THE CONSTITUTION

Time has amply proved that in agriculture 
we cannot hope to consume all that we pro- 
duce; that it would be a national calamity 
for us to lose the British market. By the 
various trade pacts that have been made with 
England the present Government have proved 
that they are prepared to do almost anything 
to avoid this national calamity except 
honestly and publicly to face the facts. 

On the proposal of the Rev. Father Clancy, 
Tipperary, seconded by Mr. T. Lenehan. 
Cork, Mr. Cosgrave was re-elected leader and 
president of the organisation. 

Messrs. R. Mulcahy, J. Dillon and Dr. F. 
O’ Higgins were re-elected vice-presidents. 

Mr. Cosgrave and Mr. Dillon were re- 
elected trustees, and Messrs, Nugent and 
Lenehan were re-elected hon. secretaries. 

Mr. James Dillon said that Mr. Cosgrave 
had won the recognition of this country’s 
sovereign independence.

Commenting on the President’s broadcast 
five-point plan, Mr. O’Higgins said that the 
time to provide employment was during the 
last five years and not on the eve of a general 
election. ,Throughout the country there had 
been definite discrimination and victimisation, 
so that decent men found it impossible to 
procure work. 

If they wanted to open the floodgates of 
revolution and turbulence, the right way to 
go about it was by public men using their 
position to destroy the faith which the people 
had in the democratic institutions of the 
country. The menace of Communism was 

tting stronger within our shores, and it 

ourished among a disillusioned people. 

The greatest inciter and promoter of the 
spread and growth of Communism in this 
country is the party in the Government, that 
debased the public platforms and shook the 
confidence of the ordinary man and woman in 
the power of a parliament, by the promises 
which they made five years ago and never 
fulfilled. But in two months’ time their 
noses would be rubbed in their five years’ 
record.

PLAN FOR SETTLEMENT 

Dealing with the agricultural policy, Mr. 
James Dillon said that if they were returned 
to power they would go to the British Govern- 
ment and say explicitly that the agreement 
entered into by Mr. Cosgrave with the British 
Government was honest and openly, made, 
and was a good agreement. They would 
point out that conditions in the world had 
now changed, and would ask the British 
Government to review the agreement of 1924, 
They were asking no more than Britain asked 
from the U.S.A. They proposed to derate 
agricultural land, and provide money by a 
recovery loan at not more than three per 
cent. to enable farmers to restock their lands, 
buy new equipment, and make up the losses 
inflicted on them by the present Government 
— They advocated a policy of mixed 
arming. He believed that wheat and beet- 
growning was a '“'cod,” but would not 
blame any farmer who, finding himself unable 
owing to the economic war to make a profit 
on his livestock, sowed wheat and got what 
bounty he could. 

On the agricultural policy,. Mr. P. F. 
Baxter said that beet-growing was started 
in this country by Mr. Bha, long before 
Fianna Fail entered the Dail. The ,present 
Government’s policy to-day with regard to 
beet and. wheat, the Commonwealth, the new 
King, and the new airport in Clare—which 
was going to be a greater menace than if 
they had the British Fleet in all their 
ports—were possible because of what had been 
achieved by their predecessors. 

Colonel Wemyss Quin, Wexford, said that 
it was time that they gave some consideration 
to the agricultural labourers, some of whom 
were absolutely starving. He disagreed with 
Mr. Dillon as to beet. The farmers in his 
county were simply “ yowling’’ for more 
beet. 

The agricultural policy was approved. 

In a Recastine on the policy for industry 
and unemployment, Mr. D. Morrissey, T.D., 
Tipperary, said that it was only by bringing 
the Rotation Order that the Government had 
been able to bring the figures of unemploy- 
ment under 100,000, Thousands of men did 
not go to the trouble of signing the register. 


EMIGRATION 
Mr. J. Buckley, Cork, proposing a resolu- 
tion deploring the new tide of emigration, 
said that on the occasion of the recent Rugby 
International match between Ireland and Eng- 
land a steamer left Cork carrying 600 pas- 
sengers, most of whom were boys and girls 


who availed of the excursion fare to go to 
England to seek work. 
e resolution was carried. 

The delegates expressed approval of the 
policy to maintain the supremacy of Parlia- 
ment and ordered liberty and to suppress 
any organisation seeking to further its own 
claims force, and oppose all forms of 
Communism and Dictatorship. 

The Chairman (Mr Mulcahy) said that Mr. 
Cosgrave, would get the assistance of more 
pp within the next couple of months than 
e anticipated at the moment. He would re- 
ceive the assistance of people who were the 
best in the community, and help the party 
once again to save this country.

THE PROPOSED NEW- 
BY-LAWS. 


to be made by the Commissioner of 

the Givie Guard have been issued | in 
typewritten sheets for submission to the con- 
siteration cf the local authorities. 

‘Fhe draft of the by-laws is given under 
twenty heads and three schedules, The latter 
concern restricted. streets, streets in which 
offensive loads are prohibited, and lastly, one- 
way streets. 

The by-laws are made under the provisions 
of the Road Traffic Act, 1933, bY the Com- 
riissioner, with the consent of the Minister 
for Local Government and Public Health and 
after consultation with the local authority 
concerned, 

It is not stated at what date these new 
regulations will come into force. 


CROSSING PLACES 


By-law 5 is concerned, not with vehicles 
and their burdens; but with pedestrians and 
crossing places provided for them. It de 
clares that no pedestrian shall cross a road- 
way ‘outside the “signs or marks” on. the 
surface of the roadway indicating a crossing. 
place or within fifty feet from the crossing 
place so indicated. 

By-law 6 concerns traffic at O’Connell 
Bridge, which is deemed to be two separate 
streets or thoreughfares lying on either: side 
of the existing central “island or footway,”’ 
one called the ‘‘ Eastern” thoroughfare and 
the. other the “ Western..” The. former is a 
two-way street and the “Western” a 
one-way street; and vehicles must only go 
in a northerly direction. Under sub-divisions 
the proceeding of vehicles to and from the 
bridge ‘streets to the roadways from them is 
wes me There are 16 regulations under this 

y-law. 


O'CONNELL BRIDGE AREA 


Regulation 7 directs vehicles going north- 
wards from Westmoreland street to turn up 
Aston’s quay or pass on by the western 
bridge street. i 

Regulation 8 directs traffic from Aston’s 
quay eastwards, after passing Westmoreland 
street, not to turn into D’Olier street; either 
to go straight on or over the western bridge 
m4 Regulation 9 concerns eastwards traffic 
from Bachelor’s Walk, which must either 
turn into Lower O'Connell street or pass on 
to Eden quay, or turn into the eastern 
thoroughfare over the bridge. 

fegulations 10 and 11 deal with traffic 
proceeding southwards and westwards, and 
Bye-law, 12 requires Vehicles while in the 
eastern |thoroughfare and. going south to 
Burgh quay and D'Olier street, ‘‘to keep as 
close as practicable to the eastern footway,”’ 
but if going into either Westmoreland street 
or Aston’s quay to “keep at such distance 
from the eastern footway as is sufficient, but 
not more. than sufficient, to leave room for 
the passage of vehicles proceeding to Burgh 
quay and D'Olier street.” 


RESTRICTED STREETS 

Bye-law 8 makes prohibitions in relation 
to ‘‘ restricted streets,” and provides that’ no 
person shall, between the hours 12 noon and 
6.30 p.m. on any day, take a_ horse-drawn 
vehicle carrying coal, flour, wine, spirits, 
beer, porter or stout in casks, or any heavy 
merchandise, except the restricted street is 
the only accessible, way, from or to premises 
situate in such a restricted street. Without 
the permission of the Commissioner a. vehicle 
may not convey any article which exceeds

PARKING PLANS 


— 


A COMPREHENSIVE SCHEME 


New parking regulations for the city have 
been issued by the Commissioner for the Civic 
Guards. A summary of these will appear in 
the /rish T'smes on Monday, and in the 
meantime it may be stated that they are of 
so comprehensive a nature, affecting such 
a variety of streets and in so many different 
ways, that it will not be possible for any- 
thing like a general opinion of them to be 
expressed until they have been on trial for 
some weeks. 

Without a map, indeed, it is difficult to 
grasp the scheme, except in a piecemeal way, 
and, it will be some time before even those 
who use the centre of the city every day will 
be familiar with the full effect of the regula- 
tions. It is not only the convenience of 
motorists who must be studied in the formu- 
lation of a parking plan. The rights of shop- 
keepers have to be borne in mind, while the 
safety of pedestrian traffic must form an 
important consideration. 

For the first time unilaterial parking is 
introduced in the Free State, and there may 
be a certain amount of bewilderment at first 
because of the fact that in certain streets one 
must park on one side on odd days of the 
month and on the other on even days. Where 
parking on only one side at a time .1s safely 


‘possible by reason of the small breadth of a 


thoroughfare, such as Grafton street, fairness 
to the shopkeepers’ in the street demands 
that the parking should not be on the same 
side every day.

The Times, in a leading article to-day, 
says:—The composite structure of the 
Front Populaire in France has so far 
withstood the strains caused by thie 
Clichy riots. and the subsequent demon- 
strations in Paris. Meetings of the 
Parliamentary Committee representing all 
the parties supporting the Government 
have shown that they are determined to 
avoid, if possible, anything like a poli- 
tical crisis. M. Blum is. experiencing 
once more the difficulties which beset any 
Prime Minister who depends upon a 
coalition for his majority, though . his 
position is stronger to-day than that of 
any. French Prime .Minister of recent 
years. 
of affairs since he took office nine months 
ago in the most discouraging circum- 
stances has earned him the ‘confidence of 
the great majority of Frenchmen, but he 
has a difficult course to steer as leader of 
a majority, including all the. parties of 
the Left, from the Communists to old- 
fashioned Radicals, who would be ranked 
as Conservatives in this country, and as 
head of a Government representing all 
these parties except the Communists. 

His difficulties have come from both the 
extreme wings of his supporters. The bitter 
antagonism between Fascist and Com- 
munist is itself a legacy of the depression 
which drove thousands of moderate men 
into the ranks of the extreme parties. As 
the general election showed, the majority 
of the disillusioned joined the Communists, 
but a substantial minority were Won over 
to the Fascist groups, who also advocated 
drastic departures’ from _ traditional 
methods to break through the economic 
tangle. Both parties worked themselves 
into’ pamics over the intentions ef their 
rivals, and communicated their fears and 
their hates to more moderate parties. The 
cleavage, with its accompanying dangers, 
will only be healed with a return of 
general prosperity.

' Ireland Meet Scotland at 
Dunmore Park To-day

THE Arctic conditions having relaxed 
somewhat, the match between Ireland 
and Scotland will take place at Dun- 

more Park, Belfast, this afternoon; but, 

despite the care and trouble which is being 
taken with the pitch, it seems certain to be 
heavy and muddy.

appear to have the stronger side. 

The Scots met England in their opening 
engagement at St. Andeow’>. losing by 5 goals 
to 1. Even with that score the English 
forwards were described as shooting weakly, 
so the Scottish defence did not exactly come 
out with flying colours, On the other hand, 

ainst & pair of backs less sound than 

Block and Wyatt Scotland might have scored 
more than once themselves, so it seems that 
their power lies in attack. Since Iveland 
beat England in the latter’s territory, we 
must start favourites for to-day’s engagement, 
but unless the pitch dries exceptionally 
quickly the conditions may reduce both sides 
to a common level. 


STRENGTH IN DEFENCE 


Our strength lies in defence and at half- 
back If the men play as they did against 
England, they should subdue the opposing 
attack, since the Scottish forwards wil 
hardly receive the same assistance from their 
halves as did the English front line at the 
Oval. Having made such a splendid début, 
Donald should settle down at once to his 
customary excellent partnership with his 
club-mate, Craig, at full back, while Scot- 
land’s most dangerous raider, C. P. Hamilton, 
the outside right, will find Sanderson a very 
difficult problem to deal with. Marrable

BRITISH RAILS FINISH 
FIRM

The sharp break in stocks on Wall street on 
'Thursday unsettled the London Stóck markets 
yesterday, and, with business reduced to 
small proportions, few groups were able to 
maintain a cheerful undertone. Sentiment 
was further depressed by a slump in Inter- 
national Stocks on the Paris bourse, due to 
weakness in Brussels, and in consequence 
many sharp falls occurred. Copper shares 
went back á substantial amounts, and weak- 
ness developed in Royal Dutch, Shells, and 
other leading issues in the Oil section. Trans- 
Atlantics were another dull section, and gilt- 
edged stocks lost part of their recent gains. 
Exceptionally, British Rails continued in 
favour and showed another all-round improve- 
nent. 


BRITISH FUNDS. | 

Gilt-edged opened in good style and modest 
investment inquiries caused fresh advances in 
several issues. Interest dwindled in the latter 
dealings, however, and the market sagged 
under the influence of liquidation. Initial 
rises were usually lost, and Old Consols, 
Local Loans, War Loan, and other recent 
favourites closed lower on balance. India 
Stocks enjoyed further support and again 
moved favourably. 

FOREIGN BONDS. 

Foreign Bonds generally were _ still 
neglected, but more activity was witnessed in 
Poland Sevens, and the stock put on 3 to 64. 
Germans remained dull. and recessions were 
marked in Greek and certain other European 
issues. Far-Easterns exhibited a steady ap- 
pearance, but Brazilians were idle and easier. 


RAILS. 

British Rail Stocks, buoyed up by the good 
frafhcs, were in brisk demand during the 
opening stages, and at one time quotations 
showed gains ranging up to nearly £2 per 
cent. There was some falling off in the 
volume of buying in the late dealings, and 
most of the junior issues came back, Never- 
theless, the tone of the market was firm 
throughout the session, and improvements 
were shown by most stocks at the close. 
Among Foreign Rails, Argentines tended to 
appreciate, and Cordoba Centrals attracted 
Fresh support. Mexicans also displayed firm- 
ness, but San Paulo Ord. lost a point. 
Colonial and American Rails reflected Wall 
street advices, and among the former 
Canadas were especially weak, - 


INDUSTAIALS. 


There was not a great deal of business 
passing in Industrials, but. particular atten- 
tion was directed to selected issues, -and the 
market, therefore, was not devoid of bright 
spots. In a cheerful Iron and Steel depart- 
ment, Indian Iron scored a big rise in 
anticipation of the terms of the new capital 
plan for the Steel Corporation of Bengal, 
Ltd. Albion were again prominently firm 
among Motors, while London Brick and 
Associated Portland featured in a firm build- 
ing section. Bank shares continued in the 
ascendant, while ‘Tobaccos, Textiles and 
Electrical Equipments maintained a fairly 
firm tone. 


MINES. . 


A considerable portion of the business 
effected in Mines resulted from liquidation, 
and prices made a rather ragged showing. 
The best feature was activity in the Tin 
section, where good buying lifted Mawchi 
sharply and caused gains in Renong and 
several other leaders. Kaflirs, as a whole, 
‘were undecided, but buyers were not entirely 
absent, and West Wits, Western Reefs, and 
Venterspost went ahead. An advance in 
G.C. Selection was the chief movement in 
West Africans. Copper shares were dull from 
the start, and in the late dealings Roans and 
Tintos fell heavily.
